11—One 


man was killed and ' three 
others 


were captured by .police early todaj 
in a renewed crusade against ban- 
ditry in 'Indianapolis. 


Orville \Valford, 25, was shot at 


the wheel of his automobile as

fled from the scene of the holdup 
with two other alleged bandits in 
his car. The three.bandits robbed a 
pool room and a drug store 
and 


were overtaken by a police automo- 
bile after a. pursuit of one half mile 
through the eastern residential .dis- 
trict of the city.'

that the "best railroads could do 
would 'be to serve as 
feeders 
for 


those excellent highways, 
canals 


rivers and_ lakes." 


But the railroads improved, am 


the trials and troubles encountered 
by the pioneer in the business in In- 
diana are best described in the cur- 
rent number of the Indiana Maga- 
zine of History,, devoted entirely to 
"The BigFoitr in Indiana." 


Rnshville figured prominently 
in 


the railroad history 
of the 
state. 


Lines were planned that were never 
built. Some were built that 
stayed.

Property owners in the neighbor- 


hood objected on the theory that the 
closing of the street, would seriously 
affect the value of their property, 
and then came the threat to move 
the Ford plant. 


'Immediately wide

throughout Indiana began to make 
overtures to locate the plant. The 
•matter was discussed 
informally 


here,/ but no definite step towards 
trying to bring the factory hfre was 
taken. Some criticism was heard be- 
cause the effort was not" made, but 
some Rushville people believed that 
the undertaking was too big to 'Un- 
dertake because of lack of 
hous-

In 1924, returns were Hied by 


7.608,321 persons—nearly 7 per 
-cent of the population—who re- 
ported a total net income of $26,- 
336,337.843, but who paid a total 
tax of only $703.962^165.

The thing that failed 
to connect the lake region, with the 
Ohio river was the stretch between 
Knightstown and Rushville, and this 
also was carried through, with .Rip- 
ley township and Carthage voting a 
subsidy for their share. Thus this 
great stretch also has been absorbed 
by the Big Four. 


The lake »»tfd. river travel and 


commerce began to give way to-the 
railroads. One busy waterway in this 
section of the state' that remained, 
was the Whitewater canal, 
from 


Cambridge City to Cincinnati. This 
canal was the first in the state to 
be supplanted by a railroad. A flood 
in 1847 damaged the canal to- the 
extent of $100,000 and in the fol- 
lowing year repairs cast again $80,- 
000. The 'Whitewater valley railroad 
paralleled i£in'1865 and forever put 
it'out of business, according to the 
magazine story. This line also is 
now a part of the Big Four system. 


Then vtoday railroads and electric 


lines have another enemy, the motor 
bus and motor truck.
